So soon aa tho course of tba headmost 
ships left no doubt ot the precis: destination 
of the expedition, the (olographs were set to 
work, ond. all the availaOle troops were 
brought down wiibOQt delay. His Royal 
Highness the Com^tander.in^Ch^ef was 
prusont io person, but Iba detailed arrange- 
nients were left to Lorda Strnthnairn and 
Sandhurst UEsisied by General Wolsely and 
a well-appointed Suiff, A conple uf hours 
sufficed to dig in Ibn aand tuch titia pits ond 
trencbea aa were etill wanting ; ood ibeso 
were manned with the Gaards, the RideSi a 
baitalion of Marine.*; and the Inna of Conrt 
Volunteers. Tho rouky and uneven ground 
behind the beach was occupied by a slroog 
body of Voluoteora, under ihe direotion ol 
'Lord Elobo, wboso disposi'iona were an im<«

Taking adrantagc of every ioeqaality of (be 

ground^ he placed bis men so as to be wilhin 
easy ruugo of the boats when thoy should near 
tho shore, and under shelter from the cover- 
ing firo of the sliijjs. A brlyude, couBisting 
of throe regimeula of the Lino, the .Sherwood 
Rangers, and two bailerica of horse artillery, 
was kept iu reserve under Sir Richard Airey. 
Tne rest of the artillery, with ibe exception ol 
one masked batlery, was placed on a mound 
or emiaencs oonimaodiag a large portion of 
the l)easb, and the cavalry, iDclading the 
Blues Bod the 3nd Life Oaards, uodsr Lisa- 
tenant^Oeneral Sir Janies Scarlett) were 
placed bebiad'tbe hsigbts on the oxireme left, 
where Ibey could easily reach the shore. In 
the conlingcncy of the enemy cU'eclin^; a land- 
ing in furco, lliu cavalry wero to cburge alon^f 
the bench, and roll tlieui up before they had 
linio lo lorm. ^S'ith llicm, i.l the- head of hia 
Hussar ruginierit, was the lleic App irenl tu 
Throne, irresistibly impelled by tliO heredi- 
' l:iry courage ot his raoo lo disobey a Royal 
u.-der (issued from lialuoral) nut to leave lUu 
cipiial. Torpedoes were laid down by a 
QotiUa of goaboata under Rear Admiral Sber> 
ard Usborn, which withdrew when this duty 
was pariormed, prepared to operate on the 
flank of the Armada when Ibe landing should 
commence. 

It was a time of agitating siispenao lo the 
brarest while Itie sliips ol wur witd inking up 
Iheir positions to cov r the landing, and the 
irnnsporta were traunferring the armed cargooi 
lo the bonis, Alttr iincertaiuing by careful 
soundiag that they could approach no nearer, 
they opened their Bre at about the distance of 
a mile. The rocha "tiera' Shelled, and the 
strand was swept with round ar.ol, causing 
litllo or uo lojs to the English, wtio never 
showed a finger above ritl-i pit or trench, till 
tho I '.uding bonta inlervened and the iron 
hail noeeisarily cortsed , Then a uignal gun 
WHS lioard— the hnllMy in the coatre of Ihuir 
podilion was uniuntiUed — ahelU and plungiuj? 
allot from tho mound tell lliick and tadt among 
the boats — a line of lire riin along the bench — 
the rocka and lieighu wero nil in a lilnzo with 
tauskotry. Tlio ellect was withering when 
volley after volley by practised marksmen, 
each taking ipdlvidual aim, poured into boats 
crowded with moo whose -ordera wore to land 
and rush lo cloae qunrtori wltboat retarnin;{ 
a shot. And gallnutly did thoy struggle to 
carry onl tliu programrao. Half of one boat's 
crow and a third of nuother, some ITiO mon ni 
ttiu niosl,did actuftlly reach dry land and mako 
a rush lU the trunch held by the Guards, who 
stmt down most ol ihcMi us llioy ap|)roiicbed, 
then sprang up iiiui drove tliu rem \iiider bicli 
into the walei with llm liuyonel. Udru oc- 
curred one of those iiiciilcuts which show 
that modi-rn warl'iire, wilh nil ila niechanicul 
coutrivuncoj fur wholesale and cold-bloodeil 
butchery, stilj^ affords scope for chivalry and 
romance. A'tj'otQcor of dUtiaguisbed mian,tbo 
scion of a princely house, was pushed to tho 
water's edge, overpowered nnd exhausted, ftL 
though lighiing desper.ituly , whim his situa- 
tion Wiij seen by a young lienli-nniU of Uio in- 
v.uliiig niivy from a ship'-i hiuneli in wliich he 
liiul been currying orders. inihout a mo-, 
ineni'.s lie.siUtiiwii lui comnmuiied the crew, to 
pull baok^ and iliey olioyed with such a will 
that ivitjhin a lew secoiul j the boat was run 
ngrottodnol many yat'dd from their gallant 
coantrymao, aud they were springing to the 
reaouc, ^ben a ball atruc|t tho lieutenant nnd 
he Itll. Ho saciflBced hit life to bis chivalry, 
and not a man of the be;;oic boat's crow got 
Hwiiy. ^ 

Among the many 'cBSnalUes which addid 
to ttie eoufu.sion a shell exploded iu the bonv 
which carried tho l«ador of the headmost divi- 
sion and his Staff, killing or wounding most 
of tbera, aud two IraaBportaj oarrjring artillery 
rftci upon torpedoes., ond were blown up. 
Things bogan to- look 've*y unliko'.3rm(/(!r3f I'lii. 
Uui large aacrifiooa had been counted on— it 
was known and felt that a Qrat landing on 
the Dritlsh coast must bo effected in tbo 
spirit of a forlorn hopo^ and fr.!sli boats wero 
hurrying in or loading from the transports ; 
when, hark I n low rumbling sound, like Inlor- 
mitting thunder, ia hoard from far nIV, across 
the sea. 1 1 is tho sound uf uannou on the 



t-hottly after the clofo of tho war betwae:; 
Fr.iuco und Germany in 1871, tlia English 
alaraaista seemed unreasonable to nn extent 
that verged oo foolishness.

Ho brought irttb 'hlhi ' sSveff ''ffrSUclaBa iron- 
dads, with morothan twice na many others of 
heavy metal, and it was a grand and fearful 
spect'ielo, the approach of Ihoso magnilicent 
niucbineg, instinct with life and motion, elenv- 
iug Dieir way right onward through tho th.ck 
of tho hostile armament without stopping to 
engage tbo ships of war, nud running down 
transport after transport; whilo almost every 
shot trom their enormous puns sent a ship to 
tbo bottom, or led a hoaiload of gallant men 
struggling for life in tho waves. If sucfi ; a 
fate is appalling to think of or contemplate at 
a safe diatance,,what must' it have beed, to 
thoso who'saw and felt that .their own turn 
waa coming— who watchod with fixed and 
faaclnated gaze' tbo ■ru8h„of the iron mona'er 
that was about to pass crashing over them ? 

Tho military organization of tho invading 
army vras beyond all praise. An ardor eman- 
ating Irom head«(juarlers might hs cr.id to live 
along the lino, aud tho skill lo roaloro a losing 
baitio or efl'ect a rolroat was never wanting, 
any more than tho strategy which wins or 
improves a victory. Hut what did such skill 
avail heroj on an untried element, where 
soldiers and generals were equally uaelesa and 
brnvery thrown away ? All hope of carrying 
out auy pre-organlzad plan was at aa end. 
Sauve qui peut beeatuo the word among tho 
hired or pressed masters of transports, wbo, 
such of them aa escaped being run down, made 
off without waiting to tnko in their original 
freights. Tho wind arose and soon freshened 
to a gale. Tlio gunboats .vhich bad fallen back 
before tho advanced nrmninenl now aesniled il 
on every side Tho lire of ahella waa continu- 
ed through the n gbt. When morning broke 
llio catustrolhe waa made clear in all its hor- 
rors. Tho second Armada bad shAri-d the 
fate of the first. J/ost of the hostile iroiNclads 
were missing. That which carried Cu-^snr aud 
his fortuno.i— in other words, the Admiral- 
Ueuorajisaimo and hia auite — had received a 
six hnadred-poaad ateel-headed shot between 
wind and water, and bad no alternative but to 
strike, Princea, Archdukes, nnd Dukes were 
made prisoners by the score. Tho renowned 
Chief of n brilliant Staff wna picked up in an 
exhausted state whilo endeavoring to reg.'vin 
his ship by swifJiniing, alter tho bo;it in whioli 
ho wua Irying to remedy llio confusion had 
been swamped by the surge ; nnd hia .Serene 
HighneES, who had made his w.iy lo the shore 
at the head of his contingent, was with dilli-< 
cully persuaded to give up his sword to Prince 
Kdward of Saxe^-Woimar, who enacted the 
part of Bayard to Francia I. at Pavia. But 
we reserve for another chapter the various 
episodes of thia ever-memorable triumph and 
ita results. 

Piiseyism vs. Tho Quecii. 

Tho High Church party in England have 
undertakeu to lecture tho Queen bccanse of 
her Low Church leanings. They were furl* 
ouB a few months ago about the Royal mar- 
riage, and said it was limply outrageous that 
sar.h a ceremony aboald be performed iu Lent. 
They aro now horrified to hear^ that Her Maj- 
esty has 80 far forgotten her 'Christianity' aa 
to enter a •jeutch 'synagogue' during the 
'great feaat of Pentecost.' Her Mnjetty, and 
her subjeciB the world over, have reason to 
rejoice that beraotioos are not pleasing to tbo 
Puscyites. Tbo fact that the latter are most 
abusive in their language snys but little for 
their chriatianity, Hero ia a tpecimen, from 
a Uigh Church or.;an. Alter referring to the 
Royal marriage^ the writer says : — 'A much 
grover offence is tha Queen's retreat lo Scot- 
land at this Gcaaon, and bcr residence there 
on the great feast of Pentecost. The news- 
papers report her presence on that day iu tho 
■ynagogna of (bo parish, and that Principal 
Tutloek was sammooed from "bis datiea in 
the General Assembly to entertain Her Haj< 
•sty with bis oratory. To forsake Cbrl^lian 
Bngland for Oalviaisiio Scotland, which has 
aa a nation rrpodiated thu command of God 
and abolished the commemorAtiou of the 
gift of tho Holy Spirit, ia significant of want 
of confidence in llini who alone can give Irue 
comlort 10 the BlUicted. It is further remark- 
able lliM llic Queen has for several years sue 
cfssively designedly gone lo Scotland at this 
sfisaon as if lo escape from the services of 
Pentecost. Has Her .Majesty no ipiritual ad- 
visers among the right reverend fathers uf 
the Oburob? or are they so occupied with 
their leud wllb vaatmeuts and paaitions and 
such like very important matters thai ibey 
deem it incoQalstent with tbeir evangelical 
principles to teach tb« Head of the Church lo 
obey Gud and l.a' P his coramandmcnts '!' 

Mys rmtions MijuoKU. The London Spectator 
nays: — The inijuiry into Ihe doath of Mr. Freder- 
iek Graves Moon, son of Alderman .Sir Francis 
Moon, which took place under strantje nnd sus- 
picious ciroumslancea at 23 N'owton Road /jays- 
water, on the '2i'h May, Iikb been one of two 
English intercils of the week, nnd in coiijiinetiou 
with the great Tichborne case, which siiU drags 
it! slow leiigtli along, has to ounie extent divided 
tho aitention of society with tho terrible scones 
enacted in Paris. The deceased cimoto his end 
by a. wound in the side which lie received whilo 
sitting in the dining room of fho N'cwlon Uoad 
house with r | Mrs Flora Davy nliaa Ncw- 
ington, tho wife of > solicitor of tho name of New- 
ington, from whom she has long bean sepcraled 
and of late generally styled Mra. Davy. It appears 
that.Captaia Davy and Ur Moon had both a lia« 
l.scn with thia woman, and both visited her at 
thi'i house, of wliich Captain Davy was a tenant. 
Mrs Uavy or Newinglou is charged with the 
crime ofiuurdenng -him, — the coroncr'a inquest 
having found a verdict of wilful murder against 
her, and she is ilill in prison under remand, 
though I ot committed for trial. It appears from 
the evidence that Mrs Divy had !ieen ill fsr tomo
